There is hardly a single 
raw material, a single important 
foodstuff, or a single class of manu- 
factured goods which is not in the 
same case. Our full, normal prof- 
table production waits on peace. 
MILITARY PLANS WAIT. 

Our military plane of course wait 
upon it. We cannot Intelligentiy or 
wisely decide how large a naval or 
military force we shall maintain or 
what our policy with regard to min- 
tary training ts to be until we have 
peace not only, but also until we 
know how peace is to be sustained, 
whether by the arms of single na- 
tions or by the the 
great peoples. And more 
than that difficulty involved. The 
vast surplus properties of the army 
include not food and clething mere- 
ly, whose sale will affect normal 
production, but great manufacturing 
establishments which should be re- 
stored to their formef uses, great 
stores of machine tools and all sorte 
of merchandise which must lie idle 
— peace and military policy are 
definitely determined. Dy the same 
token, there can be no properly. 
studied national budget until then. 

The nations that rat the treaty 
auch as Great Eritain, Belgium and 
Frans will be in a position to lay 
their plane for controlling the mar- 
kets of Central Europe without com- 
petition from ua if we do not pres- 
ently act. We have no consular 
agents, no trade representatives there 
te look after our interests. 

There are large areas of Europe 
whose future will lie uncertain and 
questionable until their ple know 
the final settlements peace and 
the forces which are to administer 
and sustain it. 

WAGE STABILIZATION. 

Without determinate markets our 
production cannot proceed with in 
telligence or confidence. There can 
be no stabilisation of wages because 
there can be no settled conditions of 
employment. There can be no easy 
normal industrial credite because 
there can be no confident or perma- 
nent revival of business. 

But I nl not Weary you with 
obvious examples. I will only ven- 
ture to repeat that every element 
of normal life among us depends 
upon and awalte the ratification of 
the treaty of peace, and also that 
Wwe cannot afford to lose a single 
summers day by not doing all that 
we can to mitigate the winter's euf- 
fering, which, unless we find means 
to prevent it, may prove disastrous 
to a large portion the world, and 
may, at ite worst, bring upon Europe 
conditions even more terrible than 
those wrought by the war itself. 

Nothing. I am to believe, 
stands in the Way of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty except certain 
éoubts with regard to the meaning 
and implication of certain articies 
of thé covénant of the Leakue of 


Nations; and Imst frankly eay that 
Iam unable to understand why euch, 
doubts should be entertained. You 
will recall that when I had the 
pleasure of seonference with your 
committee and with the committee 
of the Heuse of Representatives on 
foreign affaira at the White House in 
March last, the questions now moet 
frequently asked about the League of’ 
Nations were all canvassed. with a 
view to thelr immediate clarification. 
The covenant of the league was 
then in fte draft. subject to revision. 

SUGGESTIONS ACCEPTED. 
It was pointed out that no express 
recognition was given to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine; that it was not spe- 
cifically deoided that the league 
sheuld have ne authority to act or 
to express a judgment on matters 
of domestio policy; that the right 
to withdraw from the league was 
net expressly niged, and thai 
the constitutional right of the Con- 
grees to determine all questions of 
peace and war was not sufficiently 
safeguarded. On my return to Paris 
all these matters were taken up 
again by the commission on the 
League of Nations, and every sugges- 
tien. of the United States was ao- 
cepted. 

The view of the United States with 
regard to the questions I have men- 
tioned had, in fact, already been dc 
cepted by the commigsion, and there 
was supposed to be nothing incon- 
sistent with them in the draft of 
the oovenant first adopted—the draft 
which was the subject of our discus- 


sion in March—pbut no objection was
